time to time (if necessary by telegraph) on all other matters of 
commercial interest, including changes in Customs duties and 
regulations, financial and trade conditions, foreign competition, 
changes in regard to means of transport, legislation affecting trade 
and commerce, and similar matters.

British groceries, preserves, canned goods and such articles are 
largely sold in Madeira, and there is a good outlet for Scotch 
whiskies, which are chiefly imported for British visitors ; the con- 
sumption of Irish whisky is small; in many of the retail wine 
shops it is not on sale. 

The better qualities of British ironmongery goods, such as 
cutlery, are still able to hold their ground, but the rougher 
kind of iron goods, such as iron hooping for cask-making, used in 
Madeira in considerable quantities, and iron bars, rods and piping 
are now mostly imported from Germany and Belgium, British 
manufacturers having been almost excluded from the Madeira 
market on account of the very keen competition in this class of 
goods. Haberdashery and small drapery articles of the cheaper 
qualities are imported from the United Kingdom, but German 
goods are steadily making headway as the result of persistent 
efforts and the pushing of low quality goods at low prices. 

Cotton goods are now largely imported from Portugal, where 
they are manufactured under the protection of a high tariff; the 
factories having in some cases been very much improved during 
the last year, the result has been the production of much finer 
qualities than formerly. 

The tendency generally is to import less and less from foreign 
countries, and the competition of German and Belgian gcods for 
this reduced amount becomes constantly keener. Unless more 
determined and prolonged efforts are made by British firms to 
place their goods before the local merchants, and catalogues in 
Portuguese, with quotations in kilograms, metres and litres, are 
freely distributed, supported by occasional visits of energetic 
travellers, the trade between Madeira and the United Kingdom is 
likely to continue to decrease.

Turkey, Jerusalem.—The following information is from the report 
by H.M. Consul at Jerusalem (Mr. H. E. Satow) on the trade of 
that district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 

Although the greater part of the trade of Jerusalem is carried on 
through distributing agents in Beirut, a certain amount is also 
done directly, so that it might be worth the while of British com- 
mercial travellers visiting Egypt to devote a few days to a visit to 
Jerusalem, the journey trom Port Said to Jaffa occupying less than 
24 hours. 

The English language is very generally understood, as are French 
and German. Arabic is the native language of the district, Turkish 
being used in official circles only.

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price lists and catalogues, and of facilitating reference to these 
publications by the systematised classification of their contents, 
remarks that, although the shape and size of catalogues may seem 
a small matter, anyone who has attempted the classification and 
arrangement of catalogues in general will appreciate the great 
difficulty of making anything like an orderly collection of them. 
The result is that frequently catalogues cannot be preserved as 
carefully as they should be, and consequently fail to carry out the 
full purpose for which they were intended.

Brazil.— H.M. Consul-General at Rio de Janeiro (Mr. R. Casement, 
€.M.G.) reports that the only satisfactory way for British firms to 
bring their goods to the notice of Government departments in 
Brazil is for them to appoint agents to represent their interests, or 
to send out a competent representative to study local requirements 
and conditions. In fact, such personal representation from home 
is almost essential even before appointing an agent, as it is often 
very difficult to make such appointments from a distance. It is 
of the utmost importance that firms desiring to do business with a 
Government department should have their representatives in close 
touch with the right people. Jt would be of little, if any, use to 
communicate direct with a department from the United Kingdom. 
The only sure way of doing business is to have a capable man on 
the spot. 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
MAY, 1910.* 


I.—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for May, 1910, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1909, show increases in the values 
of the Imports into the United Kingdom, and of the Exports 
both of the Produce and Manufactures of the United Kingdom and 
of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in May was 55,269,179/., an 
increase of 10,414,6311., or 23°2 per cent., as compared with 
May, 1909; whilst the total Exports amounted to 41 ,901,573/., 
an increase of 5,124,579/. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures 
of the United Kingdom show an increase of 4,081,565/., or 13°8 per 
cent., as compared with May, 1909; whilst there is an increase 
of 1,043,014/., or 14°4 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and 
Colonial Merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN MAY. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions with cargoes during 
May, 1910, amounted to 3,607,832 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 4,782,523 tons, as against 3,068,288 tons entered, and 
4,920,150 tons cleared, during May, 1909. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during May 
1910, amounted to 2,586,074 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 
2.556,032 tons, as against 2,622,416 tons entered, and 2,560,968 
tons cleared, in May, 1909. 


VI.—FIVE MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-MAY). 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions with cargoes 
during the five months ended May, 1910, amounted to 
15,808,326 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 22,320,755 tons, as 
against 15,017,005 tons entered and 22,635,876 tons cleared during 
the five months ended May, 1909.

MINERAL AND WATER POWER RESOURCES OF 
NATAL. 


The following information is taken from a Report on the Mines 
and Mineral Resources of Natal by Dr. F. H. Hatch, M.J.C.E., 
Consulting Mining Engineer to the Government of that Colony, a 
copy of which has been received through the courtesy of the 
Agent-General for Natal :— 

Metalliferous Deposits—-No large well-developed metal mines, 
either of the precious or of base metals, exist in Natal. The three 
most prominent gold properties are the Wonder, the Denny Dalton, 
and the Golden Dove. The Wonder mine is promising; it has a 
small development of good payable ore, and can be worked 
economically. The Denny Dalton mine is low-grade and patchy, 
and the ore is said to be refractory under treatment ; this explains 
the non-success of the mining operations that have hitherto been 
carried on there. The Golden Dove, although the results of the 
work now being done there are encouraging, has not yet passed 
beyond the prospecting stage. 

The Subeni copper mine is low-grade, but, with a large develop- 
ment, preceded by extensive underground prospecting, it might 
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possibly be worked at a profit.. Without heavy initial capital 
expenditure, however, there is no chance of success. Much the 
same may be said of the Dania mine, except that there the lode, 

up to the present, has been proved only for about 100 feet along 
the strike. 7 

No payable deposits. of tin have as yet been discovered: while 
silver and lead ores are scarcely known. 

With regard to iron, there is no question that high-grade ores, 
sufficiently free from seriously deleterious constituents, exist in the 
Colony, but the seams are small, and the assemblage of a sufficient 
supply of ore, of uniform quality, for a large iron and steel works, 
would be difficult; while the cost of mining, at any rate under the 
present conditions of labour and supplies, would be excessive. 
Only the proved existence of very considerable deposits of first-class 
ore would justify the raising of the large capital required for start- 
ing an iron industry, and these necessary proofs have not as yet 
been furnished. Manganese ores have been found over considerable 
areas of the Vryheid district. It would be impossible, however, to 
export these rather inferior ores to compete in the open market 
with the higher grade and more accessible Indian ores. 

Deposits of chromite, molybdenite and nickel are known to exist; 
no results of commercial importance, however, have as yet been 
obtained from attempts at working them. 

Non-Metallic Deposits—The recently discovered mineral phos- 
phates are of considerable interest, and, under certain conditions, 
no Coubt valuable use can be made of them as fertilisers ; 
exaggerated statements as to their quantity, grade and value seem, 
however, to have gct into circulation. Samples can be obtained 
yielding high percentages of tri-calcium phosphate, but a uniform 
grade of 40 per cent. will with difficulty be maintained. 

Limestone and dolomites occur among the old rocks of Natal 
and Zululand, and surface, or secondarily deposited, limestone 
is of common occurrence. Most of this limestone is suitable 
for agricultural purposes or for lime-burning, but its applicability 
to cement making, or as a flux in iron smelting, is limited. 

With regard to the other minerals and mineral substances, mica, 
asbestos, graphite, kaolin, gypsum, nitre, mineral paint and fireclay 
materials have been prospected to a small extent, but no com- 
mercial results of any importance have hitherto been obtained. 
Good freestone is found among the coal-measure sandstones, and 
some of the granites might advantageously be used as ornamental 
building stones. The dolerite sills in the Ecca shales, such as are 
quarried at Maritzburg, constitute an excellent material for road 
metal, and a fairly good brick-making material occurs at Maritzburg, 
Durban, and many other places in the Colony. 

The discovery of oil-shale and of petroleum has been reported 
from time to time; no finds of commercial importance, however, 
have as yet been made.

Speaking generally, there are no indications that metal mining 
promises to be a very flourishing industry in Natal, at any rate, 
in the immediate future. 

Coal is the great mineral asset of Natal. Vast stores of coal 
exist in the Upper Ecca and under the Beaufort beds, which form 
the surface of extensive areas of the Colony. These areas should 
be geologically mapped, and the depth and thickness of the coal 
seams ascertained by systematic boring. In this way only can 
any accurate estimate be made of the available coal resources of 
the Colony. It is certain, however, that they are enormous, both 
as regards bituminous and anthracite coal. 

Another valuable asset, hitherto neglected by the Colony, is its 
water-power resources. All the big rivers of the Colony take their 
sources at or near the Drakensberg, at an elevation of some four 
t. or five thousand feet above sea level. The Tugela and its 
tributaries the Buffalo, Bushman’s, Blaukrantz, Sunday’s and 
Mooi rivers, the Umgeni and its tributary the Karkloof, and the 
Umvoti may be quoted as examples. Their flow eastward is 
marked at intervals by important falls, at which places stations 
for the development of power in considerable quantities could 
easily be established. The power could be applied directly to 
factory work, or transmitted electrically to more favourably 
situated sites for industrial utilisation. 
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DEVELOPMENT OF WESTERN YUNNAN. 


The following information respecting the development of 
Western Yunnan has been furnished by the British Acting Consul 
at Teng Yueh (Mr. A. Rose) :— 

The markets of Western China have for many years attracted 
the attention of the United Kingdom and of India, in consequence 
of the large and prosperous population in these districts, who can 
provide for themselves practically every necessary of life with the 
exception of cotton, which is needed in large quantities for clothing 
and bedding, but of which little can be grown in Sze-chuan or 
Yunnan. To these markets Teng Yueh is one of the gates, and 
the one of most direct interest to British enterprise, as it lies on 
the Burma-China frontier, and possesses a hinterland stretching 
through the whole of Western Yunnan and across the Yangtse to 
a large portion of the rich province of Sze-chuan. The city was 
opened to foreign commerce in 1902, and since that date it has 
maintained a steady trade with India, ranging in value from 
200,000/. to 250,000l.a year. The figures, however, show little 
expansion, whilst a growing competition from other sources 
threatens to divert the trade from India to other channels, which 
have brought to their service the most modern methods of com- 
munication. 

There is in Western Yunnan a chain of fertile and well-watered 
valleys, stretching from Bhamo into the heart of the province, and 
filled with a farming population among whom poverty has hitherto 
been unknown, and who bear every mark of agricultural prosperity. 
With the increase of knowledge, moreover, and the advance of 
engineering science, the obstacles to communication with the outer 
world have beer overcome, and the present year has seen the intro- 
duction of two factors of transport which bid fair to revolutionise 
trade in the interior of China in its bearing on the trade of Teng 
Yueh. Of these, the firgt is the navigation of the Yangtse gorges 
by the steam-tug ‘‘ Chatung,” with its accompanying passenger and 
cargo flat; the “ Chatung” successfully steamed through the rapids 
and reached the distributing centres of Sze-chuan, to which a con- 
siderable percentage of ‘Teng Yueh trade has been directed in past 
years. The second and more direct influence has been exercised by 
the French railway from Tonkin, which reached Yunnanfu (the 
capital of the province) in January, 1910, and will, undoubtedly, 
divert from Teng Yueh the carrying trade to and from Eastern 
Yunnan. There still remains a wide field of commercial enterprise, 
including the Tibetan population of north-west Yunnan, parts of 
Sze-chuan and the agricultural districts which comprise the fertile 
valleys of the Shan States and the temperate plateaux of Yunnan 
proper, and which find their centre and their commercial capital at 


Talifu. 
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TARIFF CHANGES 
AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS, 


NEWFOUNDLAND. 


With reference to the notice which appeared on pp. 228-9 of the 
‘Board of Trade Journal” of 5th May last 
respecting certain proposed amendments in the 
Customs Tariff of Newfoundland, the Board of 
Trade have now received, from their Trade Correspondent, a copy 
of an Act to amend the Revenue Act of 1905, which was passed 
by the Newfoundland Legislature on the 22nd March 1910. 

The present Act in addition to effecting the amendm<ts in the 
Customs Tariff of the Colony which were set out in the notice 
in the “ Board of Trade Journal” referred to above, makes provision 
for certain alterations in the regulations as to the drawbacks 
allowed on certain articles used in local manufactures, as follows :— 

A drawback equal to the amount of the duty paid upon all sugar, 
which shall be used in manufactured articles exported from the 
Colony—such drawback to be paid upon the exportation of such 
articles under rules and regulations to be made by the Governor- 
in-Council. 

A drawback of all the duty paid upon unbleached calico, and 
of one-third of the duty paid upon oil, used in the manufacture of 
oiled clothes in the Colony by manufacturers thereof, under regu- 
lations to be made by the Governor-in-Council. 

[This latter paragraph is in substitution for section 14 of the 
Revenue Act of 1905, which provided for a drawback of half- 
the duty paid on unbleached calico used for oiled clothes. |

The United States Treasury Department have issued the following 
regulations governing the disinfection of hides 
1 of neat cattle imported into the United States 
a f America. TI lati to tak 
Hides. of America. 1e regulations were to take 
effect on lst June, and supersede those pre- 
scribed by Circular No. 52 of 20th October, 1909+ : 

A certificate signed by the United States consular officer for the 
district from which the hides were shipped, showing disinfection 
by one of the methods hereinafter described, will be required upon 
the entry of all hides of neat cattle which have not been subjected 
to a process of tanning, including calfskins and hide cuttings or 
parings,-or glue stock, with the following exceptions, which will 
not be made, however, in case of importations from districts where 
anthrax is prevalent : 

1. Hides, whether wet or dry, the product of and imported from 
any part of North America. 

2. Hard, sun-dried hides, also old and worn-out articles of manu- 
facture, made from raw hides, such as loom pickers and mallet 
heads, imported as glue stock. 

3. Hides and hide cuttings and parings, or glue stock, which 
have been lime-dried after soaking for forty days in a strong lime 
wash made by slaking quicklime in water, and containing sufficient 
lime to be of a creamy consistency. 

4, Abattoir hides, the product of Sweden, Norway, New Zealand, 
Australia, or Great Britain, when accompanied by a certificate of 
an official veterinary officer showing that the same were taken 
from cattle free from disease at the time of their slaughter.

METHODS OF DISINFECTION. 


Except in the case of hides shipped from districts where anthrax 
is prevalent, disinfection by any one of the three following methods 
will be permitted, under the supervision of a representative of the 
consul : 

1. By immersion in a 1 to 1,000 solution of bichloride of 
mercury. 

2. By immersion in a 5 per cent. solution of carbolic acid. 

3. By exposure to the fumes of sulphur dioxide in a room 
tightly closed, in which the hides shall be suspended separately in 
such a manner that there may be a free circulation of the sulphur 
fumes and that all parts of the surface of such hides may be acted 
upon; provided that there be at least four pounds of sulphur 
burned for every 1,000 cubic feet of air space and that the room 
be kept closed and the hides subjected to the sulphur fumes for at 
least six hours. 

ANTHRAX. 


In the case of hides shipped from districts in which anthrax is 
prevalent, disinfection by immersion for at least thirty minutes in a 
1 to 1,000 solution of bichloride of mercury only will be permitted, 
and disinfection by such method will be required of all hides of reat 
cattle and hide cuttings and parings, or glue stock, without excep- 
tion, imported from any country, when shipped from districts in 
which anthrax is known to the Consul to be prevalent at the time of 
shipment. Consular officers in districts in which anthrax is 
prevalent are instructed to refuse to certify invoices covering hides 
for shipment to the United States, unless such hides are disinfected 
in the manner above provided. 

Certificates of disinfection will be required upon the entry of 
hides the product of countries other than those of North America, 
if imported vid ports of such latter countries, and such certificates 
will also be required upon the entry of hides produced in any part 
of North America, if imported vid another country and Janded and 
transhipped in that country. 

Hides of a character requiring disinfection under the provisions 
of this circular, which are not accompanied by a proper certificate of 
disinfection, will be treated as prohibited importations and refused 
entry. Disinfection of such hides in the dock at which the 
importing vessel arrives, or their entry for transportation to 
another country across United States territory, will not be 
permitted for the reason that the landing of diseased hides from the 
importing vessel, or their passage through the United States, would 
tend to the dissemination of cattle diseases in this country. 

This circular does not apply to goatskins, sheepskins, or to 
articles manufactured from the hides of neat cattle. 

The regulations herein provided do not in any way modify or affect 
any regulations under the quarantine laws of the United States.

COREA. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Chemulpo (Mr. A. H. Lay) on the trade of Corea in 1909, which 
will shortly be issued :— 


The previously projected railway enterprise in Corea having already 
Raj reached accomplishment, there was little progress 
ailway : 
anette in 1909. In the autumn a start was made on 
the short line between Pyeng Yang and Chin- 
nampo, which, it is anticipated, will be completed by the end of 
1910. 

Work on the Seoul-Wonsan railway (see ‘“‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 25th November, 1909, p. 378), which will bring the 
eastern port of Wonsan within 12 hours’ journey of Seoul, was to be 
put in hand in the spring of this year. ‘The line will be 136 miles 
long. Its route lies through mining districts, in the opening up of 
which it will assist. Another new line, the Ho-Nan railway, from 
Chung-Chong province southwards (see “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 25th November, p. 378), is to run from T'aiden Station, on the 
Seoul-Fusan railway, to Mokpo, traversing a level tract comprising 
the regions most fertile in rice and other grains in Corea. The dis- 
tance to be covered is 161 miles. There will be a branch, 154 
miles in length, from Yi-ri to Kunsan. Reconstruction work upon 
the Seoul-Wiju railway, which was hurriedly laid during the war, 
is also planned. The above undertakings are for financial reasons 
to be spread over a period of 11 years, though the two new rail- 
ways may be in working order in seven years or even less. The 
annual outlay is estimated at between 300,000. and 400,0001. 

The Railway Board in Japan has assumed control over the 
Corean railways, the transfer from the Residency-General in Seoul 
having been effected in December, 1909.

The great diminution in the exports of wheat 
from the Sudan to Egypt during 1909 and the present year 
shows that the Sudan cannot depend upon Egypt for a steady 
market, and it is doubtful whether, under the present conditions of 
transport, Sudan wheat could be exported to Europe at a profit. On 
the other hand, there is a very large demand in Egypt and along 
the Red Sea coast for wheat flour, and the market in the Sudan 
for that commodity is also increasing. It becomes necessary, 
therefore, says the report, to give consideration to the possibility 
of producing a good milling wheat in Dongola and elsewhere in 
the Sudan, with a view to the possible establishment of a milling 
industry at Port Sudan, so as to obtain a share in the neighbouring 
markets for wheat flour.

FRANCE (INDO-CHINA).

considerable development in the rubber in- 
dustry in Cochin-China. Attempts at the cultivation of rubber 
were made there as far back as 1897 and 1898, but it is only 
within recent years that the matter has been taken up in real 
earnest. ‘There exist at present about 15 plantations comprising 
650,000 hevea plants. Most of these plantations are, it is true, 
still in the first stages of development, but their area is being 
extended further every day, and it is estimated that by the end 
of 1910 there will be about one million plants in existence. 





TURKEY: 


H.M. Consul at Adrianople (Major L. L. R. Samson) reports as 
Crop Proapests in follows on crop prospects in that district :— 
The failure of the 1909 harvest left very 
Adrianople litt] alli e d th 
District, ittle grain for sowing purposes, an e 
Government were obliged to assist the peasants 
by distributing seed. Winter sowings took place under excep- 
tionally favourable conditions, and from 20 to 30 per cent. more 
wheat, barley, oats and spelt was sown than in ordinary years. 
In some districts in which practically no linseed was sown in 1909, 
large sowings took place this year. 

Spring sowings are nearly completed, though a certain quantity 
of sesame still remains unsown. About 25 per cent. more maize 
has been sown than in average years, and under good conditions. 

On the other hand, for various reasons, chief of which is the 
lack of seed, a reduction of from 30 to 40 per cent. is to be noted 
in the amount of canary seed sown.

with Egyptian seed; in the first week of September picking was 
begun, and was finished at the end of December, ‘The produce 
amounted to 36,000 kilogs. (about 79,400 lbs.) of unginned cotton, 
yielding 11,528 kilogs. (about 25,400 lbs.) of pure cotton and 
24,300 kilogs. (about 58,500 lbs.) of seed, which were sold at 
Haiffa for 29,259 fr. (about 1,1701.). The cotton was said to equal 
the best Egyptian quality, and was valued at 2 fr. 15 c. per kilog. 
(about 94d. per lb.) at Haiffa. The cultivation was carried on 
with irrigation from May to the middle of November. 
A small quantity of tree cotton seed has been distributed to 
several cultivators for experiments. 





MEXICO. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Salina Cruz (Mr. W. 8. Buchanan) on the trade of that district in 
1909, which will shortly be issued :— 


In the Ulapa District, about 300 kiloms. from Gamboa, cotton ‘is 
being successfully raised, but as yet not 
exported, a cotton factory at Ulapa taking the 
full crop.

COSTA RICA. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
San José (Mr. I’. N. Cox) on the trade of Costa Rica in 1909, 
which will shortly be issued :— 


Sixty-six metric tons of rubber were exported in 1909. This was 
entirely from ‘‘ wild” rubber trees of Castilloa 
elastica, which are found in great numbers and 
of large size in the forests of the Atlantic slope. 

There are a few plantations in the San Carlos 
plains, which promise excellently. ‘The soil and climate of this 
extensive district are ideal for rubber, and the lands there are the 
richest in Costa Rica; they are accessible from the capital over a 
good cart road and from the Atlantic coast by launches of light 
draught up the San Juan and San Carlos Rivers.

new or improved inventions, the person first sending in an appli- 
cation being considered to be the inventor. Applications for 
patents have to be addressed to the Patent Council, which will 
form part of the Industrial Property Office. Applicants must either 
be resident in Holland themselves, or establish their domicile at 
the address of a proxy residing in the Netherlands. The applica- 
tion, if it fulfils certain specified requirements, is to be published in 
a Gazette issued by the Industrial Property Office, and during the 
six months subsequent to such publication the specification, &e. 
may be examined by the public and opposition entered to the 
grant of the patent. At the end of this time the section of the 
Patent Council concerned shall decide whether or not the patent 
shall be granted. ‘Three months are allowed for appeal to the Patent 
Council against this decision. 

By means of a licence a patentee can grant to other parties 
the competency to perform acts which the patent gives him 
the right to perform. After three years from the granting of 
the patent, the Patent Council may grant compulsory licences in 
the interest of the Netherlands, her Colonies or Possessions, 
compensation being paid to the patentee by the persons receiving 
the licences. 

A patent is to be granted for a period of 15 years. The Patent 
Council may repeal a patent if within five years from the date on 
which it was granted the patentee, or a holder of a licence 
granted by him, has not a bond fide establishment for working the 
patent in the Netherlands or her Colonies. A patent can be ex- 
propriated if public interests so require. 

The projected law is to be binding on the Netherlands, her 
Colonies and her Possessions.

TURKEY: 

Quoting from a report by the German Consulate in Beirut on the 
— silk yield in Syria in 1909, the “ Nachrichten 
poe pet’ fiir Handel und Industrie” (Berlin) of 23rd 
—r ‘ May states that this was about 14 per cent. 
lower than in 1908, the quantity of cocoons being 4,850,000 
kilogs. in 1909, as against 5,641,000 kilogs. in 1908, and 
6,025,000 kilogs. in 1907. The poor results of last year are to 
be attributed partly to the unfavourable weather which prevailed, 
and partly to lack of initiative on the part of cultivators, who were 
discouraged by the low prices which cocoons had fetched during the 
preceding years. The low yield last year, however, had the effect of 
raising the price of raw silk. It appears, continues the report,

SIAM. 


The British Acting Consul at Bangkok (Mr. W. N. Dunn) reports 
that there is no Siamese patent law, and that it 
British Patents. does not seem likely that special protection 
could be secured for a patent by application to 
the Siamese Government. Holders of British patents may exhibit 
copies of their patents at H.M. Consular establishments in Siam on 
payment of a small fee—2s. 6d. for one copy, or os. if an additional 
copy is sent for permanent retention and filing. Another method 
of giving notice of the existence of a patent, and as to its owner- 
ship, is to publish a notice in the local papers; these are 
the ‘ Bangkok Times,” the “‘ Siam Observer,” and the ‘‘ Bangkok 
Daily Mail.” 

Section 59 of the “ Siam Order in Council, 1906,” provides that 
any act which, if done in the United Kingdom or in a British 
possession, would be an offence against the then existing British 
Patent Acts, or any statute amending or substituted for them, 
shall, if done by a British subject in Siam, be punishable as a 
grave offence against the Order in Council. 





CHINA. 


With reference to recent notices appearing in the press relative to 
the establishment of a new currency in China, 
H.M. Legation at Peking report that the 
decree that has been published establishes the 
silver dollar as the temporary unit of currency throughout China. 
' It is to weigh 7 mace, 2 candareens (about 416 grains troy). The 
new dollar and subsidiary coinage will be put into circulation as 
soon as the supply is sufficient, and no other coins are to be 
minted. Old coins are to remain current at market value, but 
will gradually be redeemed. A date will be fixed when they shall 
cease to be legal tender.

Attention is further called to the fact that the first volume of 
the “Annual Statement of the Trade of the United Kingdom 
with Foreign Countries and British Possessions” for the year 1909 
has been issued (see notice on p. 513), and may be purchased at 
any of the addresses enumerated above at a cost of 5s. 2d. This 
publication, which contains much more detailed and exhaustive 
information than can be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives in 
the first volume abstract tables for the years 1905-1909, and detailed 
statements of imports and exports of each article consigned from 
and to each country. 

The second volume will contain details as to Customs revenue, 
transhipments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade 
of the United Kingdom with each foreign country and British 
Possession, and of the trade at each port of the United Kingdom, 
and the third volume a classification on the basis followed in 
Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual Statement” for 1908 and 
earlier years. 

It may be noted that for 1909 (and following years), the figures 
of Volume I. (as also will those for Volume II. when issued) relate 
to the countries of consignment for imports and countries of final 
destination for exports. A supplementary volume will continue to 
be issued, in which particulars will be given on the basis of the 
figures hitherto stated in the first two volumes. By this means it 
will be possible to trace the details of the differences resulting 
from the change of system for a further limited period.

Statements for the years 1904 to 1908, and differ from those given

instead of being included with that of the countries in which are 
situated the ports through which it passed in transit.

The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby 
the names of British firms desirous of receiving contidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as 
to other connected matters, are placed on a special Register at the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, has met 
with widespread approval, as evidenced by the steady increase in 
the number of names so registered. Hitherto no charge has been 
made for admission to the Register, the only requirement being 
subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal.” ‘The great increase 
in the number of names inscribed, and in the amount of informa- 
tion distributed has, however, rendered it necessary to make a 
small charge for the service, and accordingly firms desirous of 
utilising this source of information are now (since Ist April, 
1910) required to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant 
General, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W., for 
the service, including the supply of the “‘ Board of Trade Journal,” 
instead of merely subscribing to the ‘‘ Journal,” as previously, 
through the Government Sale Agents. British firms who wish to 
have their names registered should apply in writing to the Director, 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, 
E.C., for the necessary form of application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of ‘Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms 
upon the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers 
in Foreign Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and 
the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred 
to above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready 
to answer enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the 
interests of British trade (see below).
